1 • Ha J AMIH AL HUSSEIHI received recently a letter f ron AXiTimAH 

the Iranian religious leader and speaker of the Iranian diamber, 
suggesting that the %slim States send military detachments to JHRISAUM 
to assist in the protection of the Mosque of Oriar from the Jews. The 
ex-Rifti re-^led commending the ideat and suggesting in his turn that 
the Muslin States be asked to contribute towards the arming of refugees 
who would be sent to to assist those detachments in this work. 

The Mufti and Hashani maintain constant contact correspondence. 

2m The ex*Mufti is organizing the despatch to the HBJAZ of a number 
cf terrorists. It is his intention that a terrorist training centre 
be established there vdiich will build up a cadre of terrorists available 
for use vdicn required.

3. During the last days of September and the early days of October,

shortly be returning to their own country. He told each camp to form 
a ecnnlttee tdiich would maintain contact v/ith him on all matters affec- 
ting their welfare and noods. .On the BIAHIiFC^ resettlement scheme he 
informed them that it was the Intention of the Arab League to reject it 
cat^ox;ically. 

4, Ch October 6tn the sx-*^ti had an interview with the L ebanese 
Pr esiden t . Camille ILVMOUEr. He cornmend&d the plight of the refugees to 
SAMGUN. and aslced also that the monthly payment of two thousand Lebanese 
povads assighod by the ex-President , Boshara^at^OtEf , to Bniil^^CWU 
for the work of the /rab Hi^er Hxecutivo in Lebanon, be continued. 

%AMCX2r promised to do so. 

The ex-Mufti is not over-enthusiastic about the election of fflAVCUJ 
to the Presidency, since he is known to be pro-Priti^, and it is still 
Haj Amin's proud 'boast that he Is Britain's first eneny in the Middle 
Hast, with Kaibani as the second. 

5. It is HaJ Amin's intention to return to CAIRO about Octo'ber 15th. 

He will be accompanied by Snile GEOURI. who will settle there with him« 
and who will be succeeded in the AE J!.'s office in Lebanon by Abdallah 
SAMMIA. Ihe ex-**ufti claims to be on good terms both with the Council 
of Regency and the Bshwan nl Husllmln in l^ypt. He attempted on his 
last visit to Bgypt to effoct a reconciliation between Concral HSOIB

and the Vafd. and is on very good terms with ANVIAR SALAT, one of SSCIB'e 
lieutenants.
